The Credo of the American Way of Life — as 
shown in this folder—is the sole basis for judg¬ 
ing nominations. It has been formally approved 
by more than 200 Chief and Associate Justices 
of the State Supreme Courts. All nominations 
must relate to one or more Credo principles. 

ELIGIBILITY: 

To be eligible for the National and School 
Awards, material must have been written, de¬ 
veloped or released after November 1, 1963. 

CLOSING DATE: 

All nominations must be in the hands of the 
Foundation no later than November 1, 1964. 

EVALUATION OF NOMINATIONS: 

All award selections are determined by a dis- 
tinguished, independent National and School 
Awards Jury of 30 or more State Supreme Court 
jurists and national executive officers of patri¬ 
otic, service club and veterans organizations in 
accordance with established procedures. 

AWARDS ANNOUNCEMENT: 

All National and School Awards will be an- 
nounced at the Foundation’s Valley Forge Na¬ 
tional Headquarters on Washington’s Birthday, 
February 22, 1965. Principal awards will be 
presented in special ceremonies that day. 
Teachers and Educators Awards will be an¬ 
nounced later in the spring. Only those selected 
for awards will be advised.

Nominations must be based on a well-docu¬ 
mented summary of current activities , pre¬ 
sented preferably in scrapbook form. Record 
of activities before November 1 , 1963 , may be 
used as background material only. 


★ ADVERTISING: National or local advertising, single 
advertisements or series. (Two awards of encased George 
Washington Honor Medals, additional Honor Medals, 
Honor Certificates.) 

★ ARMED FORCES LETTERS: Letters of not less than 100 
or more than 500 words on the subject, “My Vote—Free¬ 
dom’s Privilege.” Include name, rank, service number 
and military address. (One award of $1,000, 50 awards 
of $100, 50 awards of $50, additional Honor Medals.) 
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★ BOOKS: Submit current books on American history or 
on the American political or economic structure. Indicate 
name and address of author, name of publisher. (Up to 
4 awards of $500 and encased George Washington Honor 
Medal to authors. Awarded in odd-numbered years.) 

★ CARTOONS: Published editorial cartoons. Submit tear 
sheet or original artwork, artist's name and address, and 
name and date of publication. (One award of $500, ad¬ 
ditional awards of $100, Honor Medals, Honor Certifi¬ 
cates.) 

★ COMMUNITY PROGRAMS: Programs and projects car¬ 
ried on by nonprofit fraternal, civic, college, patriotic, 
religious, veterans or other formally organized groups 
having an impact on the general public as well as their 
own membership. Submit scrapbook of substantiating 
material and indicate name of principal executive officer. 
(One or more awards of $500, additional awards of $100, 
Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ ECONOMIC EDUCATION: Programs or projects relating 
to the American free enterprise, risk capital system by in¬ 
dividuals, schools, colleges, organizations or corporations. 
Submit scrapbook of substantiating materials and in¬ 
dicate name of principal executive officer. (One award of 
$500, additional awards of $100, Honor Medals, Honor 
Certificates. Cash awards only to schools, nonprofit 
organizations or individuals.) 

★ EDITORIALS: Published editorials. Submit tear sheet, 
writer's name and address, and name and date of publica¬ 
tion. (One award of $500, additional awards of $100, 
Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ ESSAYS: Unpublished essays up to 3,000 words in 
length, preferably typed. Show writer's name, address, and 
approximate date when written. (One award of $500, addi¬ 
tional awards of $100, Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ GOVERNMENTAL UNIT ACTIVITIES: Programs and proj¬ 
ects carried out by any department, office, agency, 
division, installation, station or post of federal, state or 
local governments of the United States. Submit complete 
material in printed, typed or mimeographed form, with 
exhibits, and indicate the date of the program and the 
name of the chief executive officer. (One award of encased 
George Washington Honor Medal, additional Honor 
Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ LETTERS-TO-EDITORS: Published letters -to-editors. 
Submit tear sheet with writer's name, address and date 
and name of publication. (Up to 10 awards of $100 to 
writers, additional Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ MOTION PICTURES: Submit 16mm print and descrip¬ 
tive material. Indicate date first released and include name 
and address of sponsor. (One award of encased George 
Washington Honor Medal, additional Honor Medals, 
Honor Certificates.) 

★ NONPROFIT PUBLICATIONS: Submit at least three dif¬ 
ferent issues of union, company or organizational non¬ 


profit publication appearing during the awards year. 
(One award of encased George Washington Honor Medal, 
additional Honor Medals, Honor Certificates. Editor and 
sponsor both receive awards.) 

★ PHOTOGRAPHS WITH CAPTIONS: Each photograph 
must have short caption which relates it to one or more 
items of the Credo. Submit print of photo, show name and 
address of photographer and date taken. (Up to 10 awards 
of $100, additional Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ PUBLIC ADDRESSES: Submit full text, typed or printed, 
show name and address of speaker, date and place first 
delivered. (One award of $500, additional awards of 
$100, Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ RADIO PROGRAMS: Submit recording and script or 
synopsis of individual programs. Indicate date of origi¬ 
nal broadcast, name of station or network, name and 
address of sponsor. (One award of encased George 
Washington Honor Medal, additional Honor Medals, 
Honor Certificates.) 

★ SERMONS: Submit full text, preferably typed or 
printed, show name and address of preacher, date and 
place first delivered. (One award of $500, additional 
awards of $100, Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ TELEVISION PROGRAMS: Submit kinescope, video¬ 
tape and script or synopsis of individual programs. In¬ 
dicate date of original broadcast, name of station or net¬ 
work, name and address of sponsor. (One award of 
encased George Washington Honor Medal, additional 
Honor Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ YOUTH CAMPFIRE PROGRAMS: Campfire, day camp 
and playground activities. Submit description of ac¬ 
tivity with substantiating material and indicate name 
and address of camp or playground, name and address 
of director. (Up to 50 awards of $50, additional Honor 
Medals, Honor Certificates). 

★ YOUTH ESSAYS, PUBLIC ADDRESSES, PHOTOGRAPHS: 

Submit individual efforts which are not the products of 
class assignments. See corresponding adult categories 
above for entry specifications. Show youth's name, home 
address and age. Materials forwarded from local con¬ 
tests should be limited to the top 5% selected. Editorials 
published in school papers will be considered in the 
School Editorial Awards listed under SCHOOL 
AWARDS. (Up to 20 awards of $100, additional Honor 
Medals, Honor Certificates.) 

★ GENERAL AMERICANA: Submit current programs or 
activities sponsored or presented by companies, indus¬ 
tries, unions, national nonprofit organizations or combi¬ 
nations thereof. Submit substantiating material and 
indicate name of principal executive officer. This cate¬ 
gory may also include awards to individuals for maga¬ 
zine articles, poems, and plays. (Up to four encased 
George Washington Honor Medals, additional Honor 
Medals, Honor Certificates.) 
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In Honor of 
Benjamin Franklin 

The School Awards Program is specifically designed to 
recognize the citizenship-building efforts of public, paro¬ 
chial or private schools or school systems. 

Up to fifty schools will receive the Principal School Award 
and each will be invited to choose one teacher and one 
student for an expense-paid Valley Forge Pilgrimage to 
Freedoms Foundation. They will visit the historic sites of 
Valley Forge, Philadelphia, Fort McHenry and Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. School systems adjudged as offering the best 
planned, system-wide citizenship programs accenting in¬ 
dividual responsibility will receive the Leadership Award 
Plaque and the Valley Forge Pilgrimage. 

Policy provides that no school or school system may 
participate in the Pilgrimage more often than every 
three years. 

Up to 100 George Washington Honor Medals will be 
awarded to additional selected schools. 

NOTE: The National Association of Secondary School 
Principals has placed this activity on the Approved List 
of National Contests and Activities for 1963-64.

2 . Attach a complete summary of the projects or pro¬ 
grams nominated, showing objectives, procedures, groups 
involved and dates of activities. This must include com¬ 
plete name and address of school and name of the principal, 
or superintendent in the case of a school system entry. 

3 . Send material and summary to Freedoms Foundation, 
Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, as soon as possible after 
the close of the school year.
